Local boy 
convicted.

SOUTH BAY--A local 17-year-old 
was convicted of murder in the 
first degree Friday in connection 
with the Sept. 30 killing of Jeffrey 
Johns of West Palm Beach in an 
armed robbery of Nipper's De- 
partment Store in Lake Harbor. 

Circuit Judge Marvin Mounts is 
expected to pass sentence Friday 
on Willie James Smith, 17, of 
South Bay. 

The trial was the first of three 
separate cases which will be tried 
involving the three suspects in the 
armed robbery-murder and was 
the first in years to be personally 
prosecuted by Palm Beach County 
State's Attorney David Bludworth 
according to State's Attorney In- 
vestigator Theo York. 

York said Hardwick Dennard, 
21, of 140 N.W. Sixth Ave. will 
start his trial Monday and the 
trial of Ethelred Kelly, 19, of 111 
Apollo Dr., the last of the three in- 
volved, is supposed to go to trial 
in the near future. 

The three South Bay men were 
arrested in Clewiston by Hendry 
County „Sheriffs deputies before 
Palm Beach County deputies had 
completed their on-the-scene in- 
vestigation at Nipper's. 

According to witnesses at the 
scene, Johns, the'son of the own- 
er, Robert Johns, had been bound 
and forced to lay on the floor by 
‘two men while a third waited in a 
van outside the store.

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Cabinet approves lease . 


Solid waste plan 
takes a giant step 


BELLE GLADE-A centralized 
solid waste disposal facility for the 
Glades took a giant sfep closer to 
reality Tuesday when ‘the State 
Cabinet agreed to lease a 26-acre 
plot of land adjacent to the Belle 
Glade sanitary landfill to the Palm 
Beach County Solid Waste Au- 
thority. 

The 26 acres is-the site for a 
proposed triple answer to getting 
rid of garbage and trash for every- 
body west of 20-Mile Bend and the 
cabinet action marks a major pla- 
teau in the realization of that pro- 
posal. 

Authority Executive Director 
Tim Hunt said Wednesday in a 
telephone conversation with the 
Belle Glade Herald the cabinet's 
unanimous action could mean the 
lease will be in hand within 30 
days. 

“I asked what the time schedule 
would be,” Hunt, who went to 
Tallahassee for the cabinet meet 
ing, said, "and they said they'd 
send a letter mach schnell, within 
a week, and then send a form 
lease agreement to us, which we'll 
sign and send back to them. It 
shouldn't take more than 30 days." 

Hunt said in a meeting Monday 
night.of the Glades Facility Bud 
get Policy and Advisory Commit 
tee (BPA) that once the lease is in 
hand it will take him approximate- 
ly 90 days to put together the fi- 
nancial package required for the 
application to have the project 
funded by the Farm Home Admin- 
istration. 


Hunt read a copy of a letter he'd 
received from the FHA office in 
Gainesville which indicated the 
federal agency is willing to fund 
$1.65 million’of the $3.1 million 
project. Although the letter only 
referred to a loan, Hunt assured 

‘members of the BPA Committee 
he understands half of the amount 
will be in the form of a non- 
refundable grant. 

The joint project, being under- 
taken by the authority, the coun- 
ty, the cities of Belle Glade and

SOUTH BAY-The City Commis- 
sion approved an agreement Tues- 
day night in'which Belle Glade is 
to supply water to the city during 
emergencies, with the provision 
an appeal was to be made for 
lower rates than intimated in the 
agreement. 

City Utilities Director Lomax 
Harrelle said he had noticed the 
agreement calls for South Bay to 
pay the rate established by Belle 
Glade ordinance unless a different 
rate is established by written 
agreement.

$1.88 per 1,000 gallons and he 
would like to see first if Belle 
Glade will agree to a lower rate, 
preferably at-cost.
